AN EXCITING SCENE

Ottawa, .March 2. -A case of interest 
to the militiamen of Canada came up in 
the House Friday afternoon. Sergeant 
Hurrell, lately of the QOth battalion, 
wii^ among those who went to tho front 
during the last rebellion. He was at 
Fish Creek and from the hardship he en- 
dured in that campaign hu contracted 
inflammatory rhemotisni, and alleges he 
is now a wreck of his former self, hav- 
ing nut liing to support himself or wife.

— As the debate 
relative to the acceptance of the report 
of the Parnell commission proceeds in 
the Commons, the indications increase 
that the government will not be able to 
command its full voting strength in 
favor of Smith's motion. The action of 
Mr. Caine, Unionist-Whip, in denounc- 
ing the methods pursued by tho Times, 
and the government's tacit approval 
thereof, has influenced several members 
of tho party to abstain from voting on 
Mr. Smith's motion, or go still further 
and support Mr. ( Hailstone's amendment, 
while the attitude of Lord Churchill, 
Louis ,J. Jennings and several other 
Tory members must necesarily place 
additional obstacles in the Government's 
path, It is well understood that the 
amendment, of which Jennings gave no- 
tice in the House this evening, was in- 
stigated by Lord Randolph Churchill, 
who, it is asserted, has expressed him- 
self in ' favor of following midway be- 
tween the position assumed by Smith 
and Mr. Gladstone, and it is expected 
that such a departure from strict party 
lines will afford a consistent refuge for 
many doubting Tories and Unionists, 
who might otherwise deem it expedient 
to vote in opposition to their convic- 
tions. 

liOlIV SNATCHKRS IN CORK. 
A tremendous sensation has been 
caused in Cork by the discovery that 
the body of the late bailiff, M irkham, 
has beeu "tclen from tile Killenian 
ihurohyurd, where it was interred. 
Markham was absolutely boycotted dur- 
ing the last ten years of his life for the 
conspicuous part he had taken in evic- 
tions, and for that period was under 
police protection. In fact the man was 
SO generally and thoroughly detested by 
the Nationalists that the police are 
wholly unable to direct suspicion of 
participation in the robbery of his grave 
against any particular person or persons,

Niagara Falls, Out., March G. — Tho 
trial of Buroholl for the murder of C. 
Benwell near Princeton, has commenced 
at this place. The evidence against the 
accused is very strong. 

This is the case in which the death of 
a young Englishman named Benwell is 
being investigated. His body was 
found in a swamp recently. Tho theory 
of ths prosecution is that Burchell aud 
his wife are the chief members of a 
regularly organized gain' for wholesale 
murder. 

The scheme was to advertise for a 
young gentleman with means who wished 
to emigrate to Canada to learn ranch- 
ing. Many cases of good openings as 
partners in ranches were offered. With 
two or three of the wealthiest victims 
in hand the party would start 
for the Dominion. The schemers 
generally manage to secure about CiUO 
ns a guarantee before starting. Arriv- 
ing here they proceeded to a desolate 
part of the country where the ranch is 
alleged to he situated. Here the vic- 
tims are murdered in cold blood for tho 
sake of the valuables with them, and 
when killed it was an easy thing for tlio 
murderers to get away. Although 
crime aftur crime has been discovered, 
there was such mystery that the perpe- 
trators could not be discovered. The 

woman Buroholl lias with him, and who 
(lasses as his wife, is very pretty. She 
has been arrested as an accessory. There 
is no doubt that she has assisted in lur- 
ing many a young Englishman to death. 
No doubt the murdered man Benwell, 
whose body was found in a swamp last 
week, was murdered by Burchell. How 
many other victims there were is not 
known. 

WHAT THE DETECTIVES SAY, 
Toronto, March 7. — Detectives Mur- 
ray and Folly, who gave evidence in the 
trial of Burchell at Niagara FuIIb, ar- 
rived last night for the purpose of in- 
lerviewing the attorney-general. Pelly 
states that in his opinion Buroholl was 
in league with some party in England, 
with whom he has been working, to 
bring young Englishmen to Canada 
to murder them for their money. 
Iln says that from the position of things 
ho believed he was in great danger of 

being murdered himself. Detective 
Murray seems to have no doubt that ha 
placed the guilt where it belongs, ami 
that Mrs. Burchell was an accessory be- 
fore tho act. It was rumored lost night 
that while in New York Benwell cashed 
a draft for CI ,000 on an English bank.

IN THEIR NEW HOME. 

Formal Opening of the Y. M. C. A. 
Building— The President's Address. 

All day yesterday a largo and hand- 
some banner; with tho cross of St. 
Andrew and tho mystic letters "Y. M. 
C. A." standing out in vivid blue upon 
a ground of lighter azure, floated from 
the tower of tho new block at the cor- 
ner of Broad street and Trounce avenue. 
The Hag was the gift of the reception 
committee to the Young Men's Christian 
Association, and its presence announced 
that the young mon wore at laBt com- 
fortably quartered in their new and 
tastefully arranged promises which wore 
formally opened last evening. 

The plan and arrangement of tho new 
rooms, which occupy the cntiro second 
Mat of the A. A. Green block, with a 
floor surface of (i().xl20 foot, have al- 
ready been referred to in Tins Colonist, 
but it was only yesterday that the full 
extent of the beauty, convenience aud 
suitability of the rooms was apparent. 
The suite of rooms consists of office and 
library, complete and comfortably ar- 
ranged; reading room, well supplied 
with the highest class periodicals, 
both local mid foreign; amusement 
parlor, with chess and checker tables, 
etc., and big restful armchairs, drawing 
room, assembly room, with committee 
and directors rooms adjoining; gymna- 
sium, dressing andbath rooms. Thodraw- 
ing room has been elaborately and artis- 
tically furnished by the lady friends of 
the association. The furniture is of real 
cherry, upholstered in olive green plush; 
the carpet is Brussels, and the curtains 
are lace; and many beautiful pictures 
adorn the walls. Scattered in profusion 
about the roopi are a number of antique 
vases and other curiosities and valuable 
specimens of Japanese art, from the im- 
porting house of Marchant it Futoher. 
Many valuable pieces of bric-a-brac, 
loaned by this firm, were also used in 
decorating the committee rooms last 
evening. A complete equipment of the 
best and most modern apparatus is con- 
tained in the gymnasium, which, 
connected with the room while 
muscle is made, are dressing anil 
bath rooms, tho latter containing 
the only combined shower, douce and 
spray bath in the province. Its cost 
alone was $.'lo(J. The rooms throughout 
are well ventilated, well lighted — with 
the incandescent for evenings, and ren- 
lered easy of access and egress by 
means of front and back staircases. 

On an important occasion, such as 
last evening, the drawing, amusement 
and assembly rooms may be thrown in- 
to one by opening the folding doors of 
each. Every foot of room was found to 
be required when, evon before S o'clock 
last night, an audienoe of upwards of 
four hundred gathered by invita- 
tion to witness the grand opening. 
The members did their best to 
find scats for their friends, and when 
Hon. John Robson, premier of tlio pro- 
vince and president of the association, 
rose to introduce the programme all 
were comfortably provided for. 

The evening's exercises opened with 
the "Gloria," piano solo, by Mr. 
Holtnan , an instrumentalist of 
first class ability. Tlio Dox- 
ology was then sung and Rev. P. 
MoF. Macleod led in prayer. Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Cridge next read a portion of 
Scripture especially applicable to the 
exercises of tho evening, which was fol- 
lowed by Miss F. E. Arrowsmith in a 
vocal solo, "Daffodil Time," which 
brought the programme to tho most in- 
teresting und important part— the for- 
mal opening. 

Greatly to the disappointment of all 
in attendance, the Lieut. -Governor and 
Mrs. Nelson were not present, and Hon. 
Mr. Robson convoyed lo the audience 
their extreme regret that circumstances 
had arisen to prevent their carrying out 
the portion of the programme assigned 
to them. The Premier also remarked 
that the Lieut. -Governor bad with his 
regrets sent a liberal donation. As the 
duty of openiug the rooms dovolved 
upon him, Hon. Mr. Robson said that 
he would of necessity be forced to give 
two speeches in one — the Lieut. -Gov- 
ernor's and his own. He was gratified to 
see so many present, by their attendance 
manifesting an interest in tho Associa- 
tion aud its work. Tho presence of 
their friends was calculated to encour- 
age the management and show them 
that they had the sympathy and sup- 
port of the best portion of the com- 
munity. In the establishment of the Y. 
M. C. A. in Victoria those interested 
bad had a very difficult task, and for 
the past few years they had been strug. 
gling under great difficulties und most 
discouraging circumstances. The neces- 
sity for more suitable quarters than the 
Association's former rooms, further up 
the street, had long been felt, and the 
rooms which they had now gathered to 
open had at last been secured and fur- 
nished as they appeared. There was no 
need for him to explain the objects and 
importance of the Y.M.C.A. In few, 
if any, civilized countries was it more 
necessary or capable of greater good 
than in British Columbia; and it was 
as much needed perhaps in Victoria as in 
any part of the province. Many young 
men were continually comiii | to this 
city, leaving home and home associa- 
tions behind and coining thousands of 
miles to mako a place for them- 
selves among Btraugors, These 
young men missed the home sympathy 
and the home itself where their even- 
ings could be pleasantly and profitably 
spent. All would appreciate the im- 
portance of having some cheerful place 
where the young men might spend their 
evenings enj iyaldy, with good litera- 
ture, good lectures, athletics and other 
exercises and amusements calculated to 
benefit both body and mind. It was 
the Only of true citizens to placo within 
the reach of tho young men such ac- 
commodations as were found in the new 
rooms. Tho ladies especially were 
called upon to supply in B manner the 
places of the absent mothers and sisters 
to these young men, and to make the 
association rooms lion e-like to them. It 
was the duty of all to assist — by oontri 
butions or co-operation with the differ- 
ent committees. For the association he 
thanked the latlies for their services in 
limes past, but now tho work was cap- 
able of enlargement, and all wcro par- 
ticularly invited to assist in tho work in 
hand. The Y. M. 0. A. of Victoria was 
now entering on what, he hopefully an- 
ticipated, would prove a new era of 
prosperity and usefulness, and he had 

much pleasure in deolaring the new 

rooms open, ami praying that Cod might 
follow the efforts put forth with his 
rich blessing. 

The address was received with hearty 
applause.

IMPEEIAL PARLIAMENT 



London, March 7. — Prof. James 
Bryce, resuming the debate in tho Com- 
mons last evening, bestowed high praise 
upon Paruoll and Davitt for the great 
service they had rendered in effecting a 
butter state of fooling between England 
and Ireland. 

Sir Charles Russell said he could not 
reguril_the|judges comprising the commis- 
sion us being free from prepossessions und 
prejudices, nor could he regard them as 
men who ought to have been usked to 
deal with many of the questions referred 
to them. The selection of three judges 
to decide questions chiefly of a political 
aspect was a bad precedent. He had 
the greatest respect for the opinion of 
the judges on questions capable of direct 
disproof, but not where they begin to 
draw inferences; He appealed to the 
Government to lift the question to its 
proper sphere. 

Sir Richard E. Webster defended tho 
courso he had pursued before the com- 
mission, and declared that he had done 
his duty as counsel. The telegrams read 
by Mr. Harrington, he said, had boon 
sent for the purpose of obtaining 
evidence for the defenco in Mr. Par- 
nell's libol suit against the Times. 
Throughout no step had been taken by 
the government in behalf of tho Times. 
The government hud aimed solely to 
throw the clearest light upon the do- 
ings of tho leaguers and the evidence 
before tho commission had entirely jus- 
tified tho bulk of the accusations against 
the Parnellites. 

Jennings' amendment. 

In the House of commons this even- 
ing Louis J. Jennings, Conservative, 
gave notice of his intention to movo an 
addition to the motion of Mr. Smith on 
acceptance of the commission's report, 
which would declare that the House 
condemn the conduct of those wdio were 
responsible for having accused a mem- 
ber of the House of complicity in out- 
rage and murder, the accusations loing 
based on forged letters. 

Justin McCarthy said ho was glad to 
find a Conservative taking an independ- 
ent action. 

Sir Henry James asked what was La 
Caron as compared to men who had 
taken oaths to destroy the government 
of the Queen and establish a republic, 
and had then entered parliament and 
sworn allegiance to Her Majesty. He 
would rather occupy Lc Caron's posi- 
tion than tho position of men who wore 
the associates of assassins.

The Worltingmeu of Belgium. 

Brussels, March 7.— A federation of 
Belgian miners has petitioned the gov- 
ernment and parliament, asking them to 
display an interest in tho welfare of 
workingtnen equal to that evinced by 

the Emperor of Germany. Tlio memor- 
ial prays for legislation to secure a re- 
duction of the hours of labor and an in- 
orease of pay, and argues that as largo 
sums of money are spent in university 
education for the benefit of the upper 
classes, it is high time that a little 
Should be spared for the benefit of the 
lower classes. The petition has created 
a sensation, and is generally believed to 
be the prelude to an important indus- 
trial movement.

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WHERE IS THE PROOF, 

The Times keeps on harping on its ed- 
ucation grievance. It lias nothing to 
say Unit is anything like new, but il 
keeps on chattering. It, in Thursday'.-, 
issue, boasts, in the feeblest kind of way 
about what it thinks it bus done. It 
blows its own trumpet— a very littl 
one and tin at that — and its tooting 
takes up more than a column of our con 
temporary's very valuable space. And 
what does it all amount to? Absolutely 
nothing. It bus been luboringfor months 
to show that tlie education department 
is being transformed into a political 
machine, and all that it lias done to 
wards accomplishing that purpose could 
be chronicled in a single word. That 
word is "nothing." Its accusations 
and reproaches and insinuations were it 
erated and reiterated, but w henproof wo» 
demanded, again and again, it was not 
forthcoming. Ll has not produced one 
single instance of abuse ot power. It 
has adduced no evidence to show that 
the Department of Education bus evei 
been used to sti ve a political purpose 
Our demands for proof and evidence 
were not responded to in any single in- 
stance. 

The bowlers and the winners and the 
mischief - makers were allowed every 
opportunity to prove the case whiel 
they were trying to manufacture. They 
prevailed upon a member of the House 
j>i Assembly to make a parlianientary 
matter of their grievance. The Minister 
of Education met them more than half 
way. He gave them all they instructed 
their representative to ask lor, and in 
stated upon instituting the fullest en 
quiry into the administration of tilt 
Education Department, Hero was the 
grievance-monger's opportunity. The 
parliamentary committee Ins power to 
examine witnesses and to demand th 
production of all official documents. It 
has the power to turn the Depcrtment 
inside out. If the Minister of Educa 
tion, or any official of the Department, 
had attempted to pervert his influence 
or his authority in order to accomplish 
a political eud, nothing could be easier 
than for the committee to find out ull 
the particulars connected with the 
transaction and to give it the widest 
possible publicity. 

The Times will of course say that the 
majority of the committee will exoner 
ate the Minister and his subordinates 
no inatter what they may have done. 
They will, we are convinced, roporton the 
facts as they Gnd them. But even if 
the majority is partial there is nothing 
to hinder the minority Bending in its 
report, and the whole of the evidenco 
could ho laid before the public. What 
could the men who have been railing at 
the Education Department for the last 
six montha or so want more than this 
The Hun. Mr. Kobson put it into thoir 
power to find out the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but tho truth, re- 
specting the Education Department. 
Thoso who had anything to say against 
the administration of the schools were 
afforded this opportunity of telling th 
committee all they knew. The facts, if 
they exist, on which the accusations are 
based could he brought to the attention 
of the committee. If the officials of the 
Department have really been guilty of 
the offences laid to their charge, their 
guilt could be made manifest. 

But strange to any the Times' clique 
of irreconcilable* regarded the appoint- 
ment of a committee to enqure into the 
administration of the Education De- 
partment with coldness. They wero h_y 
no means enthusiastic at the prospect of 
exposing what they had so often de- 
clared to be the misdoings of the Minis- 
ter of Education unci his subordinates. 
If we remember i ightly ihey found fault 
with the Minister's proposal to institute 
an enquiry, and were displeased at his 
determination to sift the whole matter 
to the bottom. We have not heard thut 
any one of them has availed himself of 
the opportunity Which the appointment 
of the Committee has afforded him of 
substantiating tho charges which have 
been made in the columns of the Times 
against the efficiency of the Department. 
But although they arc too prudent to 
appear before the committee ftud openly 
and manfully repeat their accusations 
they keep on t ailing against the Depart- 
ment in the Times.

THE BANK OF BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

It is aunounced that the Rank of Brit- 
ish Columbia directors havo recommend- 
ed that new officos should be taken in 
London at CO Lombard street, on account 
of the increased business of the bank, 
and further, we are glad to see that its 
capital is to be increased by 5500,000, 
or £100,000 'terling. The paid up capi- 
tal will now bo £000,000 sterling, ll 
is noted that new branches of tho Bank, 
have been established during tho year 
It Seattlo and Tacoma, State of Wash- 
ington, and that additional capital will 
ho required for them. A dividend (in- 
cluding bonus) for the year at the rate 
of 10 per emit, per annum is to be paid, 
which is an improvement on previous 
years. In the years 1884 to 18S6 the 
dividend was S por cent.; for 1887, UJ 
por cent.; and lot 1S88, 10 per cent., and 
so it is for 188!). The other day, for 
purposes of comparison, we stated that 
the dividend paid to the share- 
holders and bondholders of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, out of thoir pocket, out 
of their profit", out of their treasury- 
for this year alone— was equal to twice 
the capital of the Bank of British Col- 
umbia, to twice tho reserve of the bank 
and to twice the profit, all rolled into 
one, and added together. The statement 
was accurate and true; but after this 
additional capital has been added to the 
Bank of British Columbia, it will, of 
course, no longer be quite correct, 
though nearly so. 

The profits and the dividends distri- 
buted by some English and Colonial 
banks aro somotimes enormous. The 
Bank of Montreal in Canada pays a 
prodigious amount every year to its 
shareholders— more than a quarter of a 
million Bterling, or one million dollars. 
The Whitehaven Joint Stock Bank psys 
2.') per cent.; the M^nohesUr and Liver- 
pool Banking Company on a paid up 
capital of £1,000,000, or $5,000,000, 
pays 20 per cent. ; the Lancaster Bank- 
ing Company pays 25 per cent. ; the 
Liverpool Union Bank pays 20 per cent, 
and the London and Westminster Bank 
with the gigantic paid up capital of £'-',- 
800,000, or $14,000,000, pays 16 per 
cent. — a dividend of £448,000 or 
52,240,000. In reference to the pro 
posed increase in the stock of the Rank 
of British Columbia the Canadian 
(razette, of London, says : 

" Notwithstanding that many of the 
principal Canadian banks opened 
branches on the Pacific Coast as soon as 
the Canadian Pacific Railway got 
through, the Bank of British Columbia 
inuch more than holds its own, of which 
the report we give elsewhere affords 
abundant evidence. The capital is 
again to bo increased, three new 
branches have been opened in the last 
half year, and the bank is to be present- 
ly moved to larger and more bank-like 
premises in Lombard street." 

It will thus be seen that we seem to 
be prosperous all round. The shares of 
the Bank, £20 paid up, are now selling 
at £40, and consequently will pay pre- 
sent buyers 5 per cent., which is highly 
satisfactory, at least to English capital- 
ists and investors, who find it difficult 
to get 5 per cent, for their money in 
England. 



BRITAIN'S DRINK BILL. 

The drink bill of Great Britain is 
something terrific. \V r c read that thori 
are many unemployed people in Great 
Britain and Ireland, ami very many 
who are miserably poor, earning hardly 
enough to keep soul and body together, 
yet, in this country in which there is so 
much poverty, the enormous sum of §660,- 
065,380waa last year expended for strong 
drink. Allowing the population of tlu 
United Kingdom to be 37,808,802, this 
gives a consumption per head of about 
$1(1.75. In 1888 the consumption was 
$623^076,730, or as near as may be $16.00 
por head. The increaso of last year 
over the year before is, no doubt, owing 
to the improvement in the times. The 
people had more money ami they con- 
sequently spent more in strong drink. 

The quantity of British spirits 
consumed in 1889 was 27,182,1)57 gal- 
lons, and of foreign spirits 8,582,310 
gallons. Our fellow-subjects across the 
Atlantic maintain their cliaraeter as 
lovers of good alo and beer. They drank 
the enormous quantity of 1,073,(155,828 
gallons of beer. The cost of this at la. 
6d. a gallon was £80,524,187, or about 
four hundred millions of dollars. The 
greater part of this immense sum came 
out of the pockets of the part of the 
population which is not rich. The Brit- 
ish people drank in 1889 £5,263,972 
worth more beer than they dill in 1888. 
The consumption of wine was 14,158,- 
851 gullons, calculated to cost £12,742,- 
(30(5. The consumption of British wines 
and cider was very moderate, being on- 
ly sixteen millions of gallons, estimat- 
ed to cost £1,500,000. 

Rut this showing is not so discour- 
aging to tho temperance people us it ap- 
pears to be at first sight. It is evident 
that the inhabitants of the three king- 
doms drunk less in 18S8 than thoy did 
in 1889, beeauso they could not help 
themselves. I'hey were not really more 
temperate in the former year than they 
were in (ho latter, but they wore much 
poorer. When good times came, those 
who wore temperate per force tho year 
beforo indulged ill their pint of beer. 
As the increase was greatest in beer and 
British ipirlte we tnko it for granted 
that the increased consumption wus 
owing to the increased spending power 
of the wage-earning class. When, how- 
ever, tho consumption of the ton years 
between 1870 and 1879, both inclusive, 
are compared with tho ten years from 
18S0 to 1889, it if, found that the con- 



somewhere about one hundred millions 
sterling. The avenge expenditure on 
strong drink for the first ten yours was 
£135,973,780, and for tho next ten years 
£125,388,518. Prom t'lia we see that, 
as regards the drinking habits of its 
people, Great Britain is slowly improv- 
ing. 

The Rev. Dawson Burns, D.D., Secre- 
tary of the United Kingdom Alliance, 
deplores tho great consumption of 
otrong drink by his fellow-countrymen, 
and makes some comparisons to show 
how deplorable is tho waste that drinking 
occasions. He produces 6guros to show { 
that tho drink expenditure in 1889 was 
more than four times tho uggregato pay- 
ments into all the savings bauks, and 
nearly one-third more than the capital 
in all such banks at the end of 1888. 
He compares the sums contributed to- 
wards religious objects ill the United 
Kingdom with the sum spent for drink, 
and this is tho result iii his own words: 
"Giving a total of £17,750,000 as the 
aggregate contributed by all the Chris- 
tian congregations of the country for all 
kinds of objects in the very year when 
132 millions were spent by the same 
country upon intoxicating liquor; or £7 
10s. to ulcohol for every £1 to Christi- 
anity." 

The remedies which the leveroneil 
gentleman suggests for this state of 
t hings arc improved education aud ad- 
vanced legislation. He says; — 

"By 'education' I do not mean the 
general instruction given in schools and 
colleges, but thut education which 
would enlighten the people upon the 
properties and effects of alcoholic li- 
quors—a speeios of education which ap- 
pears to be very defective among per- 
sons of higher general education. If in- 
toxicating liquors were not confounded, 
as to their nature, with articles of use- 
ful or innocent composition, at least 
two-thirds of the current objections to 
total abstinence would disappear ; 'and 
it is therefore of vital importance that 
the young at least should ho trained in 
the knowledge that will preserve them 
from errors into which so many of their 
elders have fallen." 

There is danger thut the educators 
in their zeal to convince those 
whom they instruct of the danger of 
using intoxicating drinks habitually 
should make statements which the 
young observer would soon find out are 
not strictly in accordance with fact and 
experience. Finding that his instruct- 
ors wore in error in some particulars he is 
apt to jump to the conclusion that their 
whole teaching wus a pious fraud and 
that the dangers they had warned him 
from were principally imaginary. A 
great deal of harm is done by overstate- 
ment in this matter. What the Times 
says about this editorially, though per- 
haps a little too strongly expressed, is 
well worthy the attention of the judi- 
cious advocates of total abstinence. It 
says : 

''By education he (Dr. Burns) appears 
to mean the indoctrinating of children 
with the peculiar views of alcohol held 
by the thorough-going abstainer. That 
is not education, but narrow sectarian 
teaching. When the children grow up, 
or even before, they will find that there 
is a great amount of 'doubtful and posi- 
tively inaccurate assertions in the total 
abstainer's doctrines, and they will be very 
likely to throw away a little truth with 
the discovered error. The only educa- 
tion on the question that is really valu- 
able for the working classes is the edu- 
cation which has improved the classes 
above them. Hard drinking lias not 
been banished from decent society by 
lectures upon the supposed properties of 
alcohol, but by the growth of public 
opinion opposed to bestial excess, either 
in eating or drinking, and of public 
disgust at a man's loss of self-control. 
That is the only sort of repression and 
and the only sort of education that is 
valuable to any class of socioty. " 

The subject of temperance is one of 
very great importance. The evils caused 
by the excessive use of strong drink ;an 
hardly be exaggerated. They are too 
plainly visible at all time and in all 
places. But prudence and good judg. 
uient are required in those who wish to 
prevent young people from acquiring the 
drinking habit, as well as in dealing 
with those who have acquired the appe- 
tite for alcoholic stimulants. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

A RETORT was brought down to Par- 
liament a few days ago which throws 
light on a subject about which very 
little is generally known. It showed 
tho amount of money that ha3 been ex- 
pended by the Government of the 
Dominion on railways since confedera- 
tion, the Canadian Pacific excepted. 
Tho expenditure bus been of two kinds. 
The Government has subsidized private 
roads and it has built roads on its own 
account. Here are some of the figures 
contained in the report: Subsidies— On 
fcario, $3,061,905; Quebec, $2,428,344; 
New Brunswick, 8888,371; Nova Scotia, 
$20,138; British Colurabia,$750,000. The 
expenditures direct havo beon as fol- 
lows : Quebec, $5,520,323; New Bruns- 
wick, $3,371,854; Nova Scotia, $7,821,- 
070. The following figures show the 
share each province has had of the rail- 
way grants : Quebec, $7,948,667; Nova 
Scotia, 37,847,208; New Brunswick, $4,- 
200,585; Ontario, $.1,001,905; British 
Columbia, $750,000.

tants and Catholics alike are astonished 
iKiw-a-days to hear that anterior to the 
Reformation, the Romn.il C'a tliolio faith, 
was not the religion of England; 

In trying to sustain this latter posi- 
tion Rev. Mr. Kingh ini makes numer- 
ous references and quotations, an ex- 
amination of each one of which so far 
from showing that the primitive church 
in England was that whioh existed after 
the Reformation goes to prove that the 
Catholic belief, with its papal 'jurisdio- 
. tion, sac ilice of tho Mass,, so veil sacra- 
ments, prayers for the dead, invocation 
of saintsand ot her articles of faith as held 
to-day, hut denied liy Protestants, vraa 
the religion of England ever since the 
advent of St. Augustine, upon whom, 
after making him primate of England, 
Pope Gregory on the 22nd July, A. D, 
601, conferred the use of the Pallium. 

I observe that Bey. Mr. Kinghaui ig- 
nores the facts proved in my former 
communication, except tho instance 
which I gave of Wilfred's appeal to the 
Pope in 678, in relation to which the 
rev'd. gentleman says that Wilfrid's ap- 
peal to Rome was declared by a synod to 
he a public offense, the Papal letters 
burnt and Wilfrid east into prison. — 
This partial statement, implying as it 
does that tho synod declined to recog- 
nize the jurisdiction and decision of the 
Pope, is incorrect, and hy omitting men- 
tion of further facts is absolutely un- 
truthful. The facts of the case, us 
related by Eddius mid Reda, show that 
Wilfrid, then Arobp., of York, hail of- 
fended Ermehburgli, the wife of Egfrid, 
King of Nortluunhriu, upon which The- 
odore the Pupal Envoy and Arobp, of 
Canterbury, ejected Wilfrid from bis 
bishopric, and it was from this ejection' 
that Wilfrid appealed to tho Pope. Now, 
so far, from Theodore refusing to recog- 
nize tho Pope's authority, ho sent 
a monk named Cteuwald with 
instructions to justify his conduct be- 
fore the Pope. Wilfrid, wlio appeared 
iu person before tho Pope, was restored 
to ids diocese, but OH liis returning to 
England he was thrown into prison by 
tho king and queen, whose enmity 
against him was only inflamed by the 
success of his appeal, and there* he ro- 
mained for some nine months. His un- 
just treatment liy Egfrid does not alter 
the fact that his right to appeal to 
Rome was unquestioned. 

The accuracy of Mr. Kingham's as- 
surance that Pope Hildbrand (A. 1>. 
1073) was the first to develop fully the 
idea of papal supremacy can be judged 
hy the following, amongst scores of 
other, quotations : 

St. Ireneus, (A. IJ. 120) the compan- 
ion of St. Polycurp, who was himself 
tho disciple of St. John the Evangelist, 
wrote as follows :

For with tins Chinch, in which 
the tradition of the Apostles has always 
been preserved by the faithful every- 
where, it is necessary on account of its 
more powerful primacy, that every 
Churoh, that is, the faithful, on every 
side should agree. , 

Tertullian (A. l>. 20.~i) even after he hail 
lapsed into the heresy of Moil tin U3, re- 
fers to the Bishop of Rome as the Bishop 
of Bishops, hy which designation tho 
Roman Pontiff was also addressed by 
the Council of Cllulcedou, to which Coun- 
cil Rev. Mr. Kingham will remember, 
tho Established CllUN h of England pro- 
fesses to adhere to this day. 

Saint Optatus, Bishop of Milevis, in 
Numidia, towards the end of the fourth 
century, writing against Partnenian in 
the SChUniatical See id Carthage, con- 
cludes, " Therefore you cannot deny 
that you know that in the city of Rome 
was first established by Peter the Epis- 
copal Chair, in which sat Peter, the 
head of all the Apostles, whence also be 
is called Cephas, in order that in this 
one chair unity might be preserved by 
all; lest the other Apostles should each 
fur himself defend their several Chai rs;

He then 
argues that the schismatics ale outside 
the Catholic Church, because none of 
their bishops communicate with the Ro- 
man chair; and he alludes to the saving 
keys given to Peter, "ourchief, to whom 
Christ said. "1 will give to thee the 
keys of the kingdom of Heaven, mil tin- 
gates of hell shall not prevail against 
them." "Whence is it, then, that you 
strive to usurp to yourselves tin: keys of 
the kingdom," you who sacrilegiously 
wage war against the chair of I'etor by 
your presumption and audacity. 

Space does not admit of many fur- 
ther quotations, but to the same effect 
are the writings of St, Ambrose, Bishop 
of Milan, A. 1). 380. St. Augustine, St, 
Jerome, A. D. 420, St. John Chrysos- 
torn, (whoso form of prayer the Angli- 
can Chnrch employs to this day), not 
omitting the English divines, St. Aid- 
helm, (A. I). 70U.) Alcuin (A. I). 708), 
l.anfranc (A. I). 1(1712), St. Anselni (A. I J, 
1092),St.Aelred(A. b. 1 1 1>7), St. Ihoinoi 
A Ducket (A. I)., 1170) ami Grostete 
bishop (d Id >ln (A. I)., 1253) fron 



uttered his noble protest in tho upper 
house of Convocation in 1035. 

Then Mr. Klneham refers to sovoral 
EiigliiihStatutes — but ho tortures tho 
language of every one ho quotes. I 
bavo then 1 , before arte. For instance, tho 
Slututo of Carlyle, A. )>. J 307, "Which 
(says Mr. Kingham) after reciting the 
Papal abuses (in particular the importa- 
tion of alien officers into the Church and 
tho Pope's agent carrying money from 
home) orders all who help the Pope's 
agent to be arrested." 

Now, will your readers believe it? Tho 
Pope's mime, or that of tho Pope's agent 
is not so much as mentioned in tho stat- 
ute. It is untitled, "The Causes of 
Erection of Abbeys — ■ Depositions by 
Prior Aliens," and starts out witli the 
recital that Monasteries, Priories and re- 
ligious houses were founded so that the 
sick ami feeble might bo maintained; 
hospitality, almsgiving and other charit- 
able clouds night be done, ami that in 
them PRAYERS} MIU1IT UK SAID Foil TIIU 
SOULS OK Tit K FODNDltSa AND TIIKllt 
nmRs. (Howdoesthis agree With Protes- 
tantism, which condemns prayers for the 
dead?) The statute then goes on to say 
that certain French abbots and priors 
hare at their own pleasure collected 
payments and impositions from these 
religious houses to tho detriment of the 
cause for which they were founded, and 
the statuto then forbids these indis- 
criminate payments, but saves the right 
of the abbots, priors and other religious 
aliens to visit the monasteries and re- 
ligious houses of England, collecting 
therefor "only their reasonable and 
proper charges." How does this refer- 
ence to monasteries, priories and re- 
ligious bouses fit tho Anglican church 
of to-day or imply anything but Catho- 
lic dominion ? 

Tho next statute ho mentions 
is equally misquoted, i. e„ the statute 
of Pro visors, A. 1). 1351. It should 
bo 1350. Mr. Kingham says it restored 
to the King tho power of appointing 
archbishops, bishops, etc. The statute 
could not restore such a power, for the 
[lower had never yet existed. Neither 
does the statute assume to give any 
such power of appointment. It merely 
gives the King and other Lords the 
ight to present to benefices of 
their own, a- very different matter from 
ppointing a bishop, which power of 
ppointment was left, where it always 
had been, ill tho Popo. The statuto is 
entitled "The King and other Lords 
"shall present unto benefices of their 
"own, or their ancestor's, foundation, 
"and not the Bishop of Rome," show- 
ing that up to that time, at all events, 
the Pope not only appointed the bish- 
ops, but presented to the benefices, who- 
ever they belonged to. It remained for 
Queen Elizabeth's parliament, after the 
Reformation had been completed by tho 
sacking and' spoliation id' the 
churches, monasteries, convents and re- 
ligious houses — to confer the power of 
appointing Bishops when it was enacted 
that all persons appointed Archbishops, 
Bishops, etc., under the Sovereign's 
letters patent "Shall be Archbishops, 
Bishops, Priests, Ministers, and Deacons, 
and rightly made, ordered, and conse- 
crated, any statute, law, canon, or other 
thing to tho contrary, notwithstanding." 
Parliamentary bishops! Henry the 
VIII. did not go so far as this. He had 
merely provided (25 Bon. 8 chap. 20) 
"That if any porson named, or present- 
ed to the See of Rome hy the Kings 
Highness or his heirs or successors to he 
a bishop within this realm should be 
letted, delayed or deferred at the See of 
Rome, from any snch Bishopric whereto 
he had been presented, or should 
be denied at the .See of Rome

Thus the statutes of 
England conclusively disprove what Mr. 
Kingham says and shew that, up to

tho consecration of the bishops and 
clergy was .under the direct charge and 
jurisdiction of tho Pope.

Higgins, President of 
the Street Railway Company, he would 
bo hard to find. Bride in this case is 
fully justified, for Mr. Higgins has at 
last' been able to see bis long cherished 

scheme for the substantial benefit of 
Victoria carried into mote successful 
operation than even he had anticipated. 
There has not been a hitch in the inaug- 
uration of the road — no accidents, node- 
lays, no runaways — and the public have 
accorded the service a must gratifying 
and generous support. 

The extension of the service in every 
direction is now being urged by the 
public, who, until they were able to en- 
joy the convenience of street cars never 
knew how badly they needed th'-m. 
More ears and more frequent trips have 
also been shown to be imperatively 
necessary, and President Higgins in- 
formed a Colonist man yesterday, 
would he furnished without delay. 
Two additional motor ears have been 
ordered from the St. Louis Car Co., 
manufacturers of continental celebrity; 
and correspondence is in progress in re- 
gard to the purchase of two fine, open 
tow-eat s for the Park route. 

The Beacon Hill line is proposed to 
extend from the cud of the present track 
on Bird Cage Walk to Michigan street, 
up Michigan to th.. new Park Ko.d.and 
thence to the bandstand. In tin- future 
it is contemplated to make a circuit of 
the Hill, hut for Ibis season at least the 
terminus will he the bandstand. 
Construction of the road to Beacon 
Hill will be commenced in about three 
weeks, mid as soon as it is completed 
and t he cars arrive, t his part of the 
System will be put in operation. The 
service will he increased to 10-iniiiute 
cars for the park, and the additional 
uuniber of coaches will ensure the com 
fort of the oar-patronizing public. 

As yet no official time-table has I n 

issued, hut one important change is 
made to day. Instead of running hour- 
ly cars after II p. in., ball hour trips 
will he made on both linos until 10.30, 
an extra crow having been put on to ac- 
complish this desirable result. Between 
12 noon and 2 p. in., and 5 and 7 p. m., 
trips will be made every twenty minutes 
instead of every half-hour, it having 
been found possible (o thus increase tin- 
service without infringing on the agree- 
ment in regard to speed. Sunday cars 
start running al ii o'clock, and will 
make regular 'JO • minute tiips until 
11.30 p. in-

That so long a 
line is feasible is clearly shown by (In- 
flict that a road is now being built from 

Ta soma to Seattle, double the distance 
to Saanich. If the cars go to Suanioh, 
freight vans will be put on the road, 
and the farmers of t ho district would 
not be compelled to come to llm city to 
dispose of their produce unless thoy 
wanted lo. They could consign their 
marketable goods to agents in Victoria, 

and bother their heads no more about 
them. The Cadboro Bay road will, in 
all liklihood, be constructed very short- 
ly; mid on it , as well as the Saanich 
line, the cms will stop anywhere for 
passengers, but- only nt regular Stations 
for freight.
